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REMOVING YOUR CENTERSPREAD/POSTER 
(SAFELY AND EASILY) 

First of all, DO NOT use sharp instruments, such as X-Acto knives, razor blades or even 
screwdrivers. You can hurt yourself and quite possibly cut your fingers. Be careful at all 
times. If you feel you can't remove the centerspread yourself, get someone to help you, 
like your dad, older sister or brother. 

The best thing to use is a regular kitchen knife, a blunt kitchen knife. Do not use a knife 
with a serrated edge, as they are usually thicker at the end and will not slide easily under 
the staples. 



Lay your issue of CARtoons flat on the table, open 
to the centerspread. Slide the end of the knife 
underneath one side of the staple. Be careful not to 
damage the paper while doing this. 


2 Turn the knife so the blade rotates, forcing the end 
of staple up until it is at a right angle with the 
centerspread. 


3 Repeat this step for the other side of the staple. 



^ When you have the ends of all the staples bent, your 
centerspread should look like this. 


After removing the centerspread you need to bend 
the staples back into their original position to keep 
your magazine from falling apart. 


Using the knife blade against the staple end, rotate 
the blade so that it pushes the staple end back 
down. (You may have to use your finger to steady 
the staple end, as you're doing this) BE SURE TO BE 
CAREFUL AT THIS POINT. THE STAPLE END MAY 
PUNCTURE THE SKIN OF YOUR FINGER , IF YOU'RE NOT 
EXTREMELY CAREFUL. 


4 Now proceed to bend up the other staples, using 
this same procedure. 



^ Now, lift the centerspread carefully straight up, 
being careful, once again, not to damage it. 


Now your centerspread is ready to adorn your wall. 



Follow this step until you've bent all the staples 
back to their original positions. Now your magazine 
will stay together and your centerspread hung on 
the wall.
